In Northern China. we have five men 
nes, with a membership of 103. 

In central China we have four men and five women missionaries, 
and some native assistants, with a membership of 97, and in 
Southern China, we have two men and five women missionaries. 
and 25 native assistants. In that field were baptized last year 
17, total membership 247. contributions $448.38. The work 
was greatly hindered in China last year by political troubles, 

In all of South America we have only five men and four women 
missionaries, and some native assistants. In that field were bap- 
tized last year 23; membership 168, contributions $485. , 

The outlook there is “ncouraging, though they have met with 
some persecution ; but Brother Bagby writes: “Let persecutions, 
tnals, troubles, and even death come, our motto is Brazil for 
Christ.” F 

In Mexico we have three men and six women missionaries, teach- 
€rs 3, and two native preachers—There we have done a great work; 
baptized 87; membership 270, and Brother Powell writes: “The 
work everywhere was never so encouraging.” From this you 
see, brethren, that the work moves gradually on; also that the 
missionaries are training those converted to give to their own 
Support, and that $00n, we, like our Northern brethren, can re- 
port some self-supporting churches. Our missionaries are doing 
their Lest, and "tis ours to uphold them by our players and sup- 
port them with ourmeans.

Report on Mississippi College. 

To the Baptists of our State, Mississippi College should need 
no introduction and no recommendation. For thirty-five years it 
has been under the control of our denomination.” With. 
in that period it has passed through ordeals which 
seemed to imperil _ its very existence, and without 
the Divine favor jt must long ago have perished. Yet, so mark. 
ed has been the care of an over-ruling Providence, that “the 
foundations of the institution have srown stronger with age, and 
its position in the educational world is more and more assured.” 

If there has ever been any doubt in the minds of our people as 
to the wisdom of Sustaining the College, it should give way be- 
fore the great results which have been there wrought out. The 
mission of the College is peculiarly its own, and it may be said 
without any disparagement of other institutions in this State or 
elsewhere, that its work could be done by no other. It is as 
much as any other institution, a College in the true sense of the 
word and the education it gives to the real student is both pro- 
Sressive and thorough. any young men go there who never 
would, and oftentimes never could obtain a collegiate education 
im any other institution. They £0 with singleness of purpose 
and with the resolution to work in real earnest for the accom. 
plishment of that purpose. Indeed for this class the College 
seems to have ap unusual attraction. Those who have seen the 


t 


number of young men be found of higher standing, mentally and 
morally. But much as the College is doing in educating the 
minds of young men like these, its influence in inspiring them to 
lead Christian lives is not less marked, for both by precept and 
example is Christian influence brought to bear upon the students. 
In an age prone to doubt and skepticism a Christian education 
'S priceless... He whose mind only is educated be it never so 
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weil may be little less than a devil. He whose mind 15 stored 
with knowledge and whose heart is Subdued by Divine grace, is 
not less than the grandest of God’s creation, Well will it be for 
us if we can make religion and her*handmaid” education insep- 
arable. In the presence of the facts briefly noticed and of others 
of which Space forbids the mention, it is not strange that former 
students of the College proclaim the gospel in Europe, Asia and 
Africa: that i psiving to the pulpits and professions of our own 
land trained and vigorous men, and that its influence is being 
more and more felt in every vocation and in every direction. 

It is a pleasure to Say that the College is, financially, in better 
condition than for a long time past. At the close of the last 
‘ession, Or soon thereafter, for the first time im thirteen years, 
the members of the Faculty received their pay in full. To make 
sure that the College should not fail in its work, a number of 
brethren throughout the State, pledged the annual payment of 

“<tain sums, ranging in amount from.ten to one-hundred dollars. 
The subscriptions so far received in this Way aggregate about 
$2500.60 annually—more is hoped for. Enc ouraging as this is, 
it ought only to stimulate us to further effort, Money is needed 
for many things beside the salaries of the Professors, Repairs 
are constantly needed, additions Should be made to buildings 
already erected, and some new ones should be built ; arid there 
should be every effort to render the facilities for the successful 
conduct of the College commensurate with the age and the im- 
portance of the work, — It is to our discredit that we have done so 
little for the College while it has done $0 much for us. The en- 
dowment fund is wretchedly small, and we are making no effort 
to increase it, 

If every one of the sixty-nine thousand white Baptists in Mis- 
“Ssippl, would contribute one dollar to the College, it would be 
established beyond any ordinary contingency, and if they would 
éive twice that sum, all reasonable wants of the College would be 
supplied, and a handsome endowment fund would be left. How 
small a thing this seems in SO great a cause ! 

Brethren, help your College. Help it by your prayers, your 
influence, and your money. God has put this institution in’ our 
hands as a great trust, and at our hands shall the result. be re-

The devastation, per se, caused 
from intemperanee, demands action on the part of our govern. 
ment. Sur, the Executive, Legislative and Judicial Departments 
of our government should feel under obligation to devise means 
and ways to Suppress this monster vice, intemperance. Why, 
sir, in the language of L. Beecher, “should a foreign army land 
on our shores to levy such a tax upon us as intemperance levies, 
ho mortal power could resist the swelling tide of indignation that 
would overwhelm it, Prohibition and anti-prohibi i 
each a technical term—the former dry, the latter wet, and

to them, to open and establish new centres of influence on the 
constantly extending lines of railroads, to aid in the building of 
houses of worship, to scatter broad-cast tracts and religious hooks 
over the entire State—to send much needed instructions to the 
colored people of the State. It will be seen at a glance that this 
is a wide and most inviting field of Christian enterprise. That 
the objects and the aims of the Board appeal in the strongest 
manner to every Baptist heart to co-operate with and sustain 
them in the arduous work that is set before them. It is through 
the labors of this Board that the Baptists in the portions of the 
State, where they are strong, can aid and build up our cause in 
those portidns of the State where the denomination is weak. In 
the bounds of Coldwater Association, Baptist principles have had 
a strong and firm footing from its earliest settlement, and our 
Association can, and will always aid our brethren to spread and 
maintain the principles of our denomination in those sections of 
our State where our people are not so numerous and have never 
enjoyed those advantages which we have SO long possessed. 
The co-operation of the Convention Board with the different 
Associational Boards of the State, is the chosen and effectual 
means by which those results will be best accomplished. Be- 
tween them there can be no proper conflict. Both laboring for 
the cause of the Master they can most successfully work out the 
great ends of salvation by a union of every agency within the 
power ofeach. The report ofthe State Board to the State Con- 
vention at its last meeting at Meridian, shows that it has not 
been idle and that its efforts have been attended with important 
results. During last year 42 Missionaries were employed. A 
summary of the work is as follows : Days of actual service, 3,384; 
number of miles traveled, 33,931; number of sermons preached, 
1,229; church prayer-meetings attended, 310; families visited 
for religious parposes, 2,974; Sunday-school addresses delivered, 
144; number of haase of tracts distributed, 37,400; money col- 
lected for church buildings $3,665; houses of worship built, 6.

We have numerous religious periodicals worthy of our patron- 
age, but will especially mention, first, “Kind Words” as suitable 
for use in all our Sabbath-Schools for the reason that it pays 
largely to Missions in the bounds of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention and by supporting our own Sunday-School paper we help 
ourown Mission cause. We also commend the Sunday-School 
literature and denominational tracts and books of the American 
Baptist Publication Society. Second, our “Foreign “Mission 
Journal’’.ought to be in every family. Ignorance of Missions is 
the only excuse for omissions Or anti-missions. Third, we com. 
mend our State paper the “Baptist Record” as worthy of the 
famest support of our people. 

We fully believe our papers need more’ of the Cross and less of
